recerved the chriſtian faith, 212; though it was firſt 
taught by ſome of the diſciples of St. John the 
apoſtle, who fled here under the perſecution of the 
emperor Domitian Scots; and Picts united under one 
monarchy, by Keneth II. the 6gth king, and called 
Scotland, 838 ; this begins the ſecond period of 
the Scottiſh hiſtory ; divided into baronies, 1032 ; 
invaded by the king of Norway, near Loch Lo- 
mond, 1263 ; on the death of Alexander III. was 
. diſputed by 12 candidates, who ſubmitted their 
claims to the arbitration of Edward I. of England, 
1285, which gave him an opportunity to conquer 
it; it was not entirely recovered by the Scots till 
2314; its records loſt; its regalia and crown taken 
and brought to England, with the coronation chair, 
mow in Weſtminſter abbey, 1296 ; no archbiſhoprick 
till 1466. (See Biſhops.) The Highland broad-
